ARE NOT OF MOORISH BLOOD 


Moros, Fanaticat Fighters of the 
Philippines, Though Mohammedans, 
“ Bélong to Malayan Race, 





It 1@ rather curious about those 
“Moros” that we are fighting in the 
Philippines. “Moro” means Moor, 
and the name was applied to these 
people by the Spanish for the reason 
that, ike the real Moors of North 
Africa, they are Mobammedans. To; 
the mind of the Spanish settlers in 
the Philippines, any people who were 
also warlike were necessarily Moors. 

As a matter of fact, these Moros 
are pure Malays. They came orig. & 
inally from the Malayan islands, fur, 
ther to the south and west, and thelr 
ancestors were converted to Moham 
edanism by missionaries of that falth 
who wandered to Malaysia from In: 
dia. They possess all the fierceness 
of thelr brethren, the Malayan head 
hunters of Borneo; and it is well 
.known that the Mobammedan reli- | 
gion has never bad the effect to re 
duce or tame the native fierceness of 
any people. These Sulu Moros are 
among the most fanatical Mussul- 
mans in the world. Centuries of force 
on the part of the Spaniards bas had 
no effect whatever upon them. 

The same rule which the Spaniards 
followed in calling these Malays 
Moors, they also applied In the name 
they gave to the pagan Inhabitants 
of the Philippines, whom they called 
“Indians,” after the natives not of 
India, but of Peru and Mexico, from 
which countries the Spanish invaded 
these distant islands. The Peruvians, 
Mexicans and natives of the West 
Indies were called Indians. They 
were brown, wild and pagan. Conse-| 
quently, in the opinion of these con. | 
quistadores of limited ethnologica} 
knowledge, these people were In-| 
dians. And “Indios” the pagan and) 
Christianized natives of the Pali, 
Pinea have remained to this day to 
the Spaniards. We call them Fit! 
pinos, and in our spelling of thisi 
word, though not In that of the name! 
of the Islands themselves, we pay ai 
tribute to the simplified Spantah | 
orthography.

The Russian business man finds him- 
self hopelessly outclassed by the town- 
bred German, with his keen attention

On the other hand a delligerent. ts 
not permitted to carry on hostilit{es 
in neutral territory, ner use neutral 
harbors for the purpose of fitting out 
expeditions against. his enemy. 

The ships of neutra} nations are en- 
titled toe go about their business in 
the usual way, provided they are no: 
carrying contraband of war; “hut they 
are Mable to be searched by belliger- 
ent ships. Belligerent ships may not 
be fitted out in neutral waters, but If 
they are driven by force of circum- 
stances into a neutral harbor they may 
be supplied with suffictent coal to en- 
able them to proceed on their voyage. 
They must, however, leave a neutral 
port within twenty-four hours, or be 
“interned” for the rest of the war— 
that is to say, the neutral authorities 
must see that the ah{fp is dismantled 
until the end of the war. 

The term contraband applies to 
articles which may be regarded -as 
likely to help belligerents to prolong 
ths war, and the transportation of 
such articles by neutral ships is pro- 
hibited by‘international law The list 
of @ clea includes arms of all kinds, 
explosives, military clothing .. and 
equipment,’ boafs and 1h certatni ‘cir.

WIRE ENTANGLEMENTS

The demands of modern warfare 
are novel and varied, and at times 
the exigencies of the situation im- 
pose a supreme tax upon ingenuity.

The Boers protected their defences 
in an elaborate manner with wires 
running horizontally and diagonally, 
and, in order to complete thelr work, 
held tightly in place by being strained 
upon posts. When infantry or cavalry 
attempted to rush a position so pro- 
tected, the men and horses caught in 
the wicked network, floundered, and 
fell. In the case of cavalry the barbs 
lacerated and stung the maddened 
animals toa state bordering on frenzy, 
They kickcd so frantically that the 
whole mass of mounted men were 
flung into confusion, rendering it an 
easy matter for the defenders to pick 
off their assailants by rifle fire. The 
advance of infantry was possible only 
after the wires had been cut away, 
for which it was necessary to equip 
the men with “nippers.” Even then,

Like a Big Cigar 

A torpedo is a cigarehaped metal 
eylinder, from 14 to 1¥ feet long, and 
weighing half a ton It is divided 
into six compartments. At the nose 
of the torpedo is the “war head” filled 
with gun-cotton or some other power- 
ful explosive, and this is discharged 
when it strikes the aide of a ship. 

Behind ‘the war head is the air 
chamber containing the motive power 
for the engines of the instrument. 


This chamber contains air at a pres-|F°* 


gure of 2.250 pounds to the square inoh. 
Behind the air chamber comes what 
is still called the “secret,” since at 
first its workings were kept secret, and 
were only diyu! when it was found 
that every expert knew about them. 
The secret chamber is really the 
brains of the torpedo, The “secret” 
operates fhe balance of the torpedo, 
and keeps it at the depth under water 
at which it is adjusted to run. This 
is accomplished by a hydrostatic 
valve, consisting primarily of a move- 
able disc fitting into the orifice of the 
chamber and made watertight by a} 
rubber joint. 

Inside this disc ts attached to a 
spiral spring, which is adjusted to 
equal the» water pressure at various 
depths. At a set depth the valve 
remains at equilibrium. If below the 
depth the valve is forced in, and ‘f 
above out. In addition to the valve, 
and acting in conjunction with it, ia 
a pendulum weight, which, connected 
with a small alr engine known as a 
“servo-motor,” exerts with the in- 
clination of the torpedo a lifting force 
of 180 pounds upon the rudders to 
every half-ounce of push or pull on 
the motor from the hydro-static valve, 
giving an up or down helm to the rud- 
ders whenever necessary.

The Ger- 
mans were prepared to present the ut- 


structed in houses, in gardens and in 
the streets, and’ machine guns were 
Dosted everywhere. Deadly French 75 
millimetre guns,- however, forced the 
enemy to evacucate, leaving 32,300 
dead or wounded 1,. the streets. The 
French can already see flags flying 
in Muhlhausen, says The Journal. 

Rainy weather brought calm Sun- 
day ‘o the battle lines from the North 
Sea to the Olse river. At other points 
of the hostile lines in France’ there 
was heavy cannonading and the Paris 
ofticial report claims the French artil- 
lery showed superiority. Several Ger 
man points of support in the Cham- 
pagne district were taken, but the ef- 
fort to occupy a position im the 
Meuse country failed. In Upper Al- 
sace the statement reports merely a 
further gain at Steinbach, and the 
capture of an important height.

CANADA'S CREDIT 
MUST BE KEPT GOOD 


Dr. Shortt Saye Ther. Will be Great 
Competition For Capital When 
War Ends 


Dr. Adam Shortt, M.A, Chairman 
of the Civil Service Commission, O:- 
tawa, was in Zngland at the-outbreak 
of the war and !s especially well ac 
quainted with the facts relating to it. 
In an address at Toronto he pointed 
out the effect that the war would 
have on trade conditions in Canada 
not only during the war, but after it. 

“We are at a crisis at the present 
time which puts all others in the 
shade,” sald Dr. Shortt, “and conse 
quences must arise out of it that wil! 
greatly affect this country. 

“Canada must adjust itself to the 
new conditions that would arise, snd 
it must not be alarmed, but face them 
calmly. ‘When war broke out we 
were in a state of transition. Pros- 
perity was in evidence everywhere 
throughout the Dominion. This pros- 
perity was greatest in the West. The 
most noticeable Increases in popula- 
tion had been in the cities and not 
in the rural district-. Th: towns get 
thelr stimulus ‘rom the farmres and 
especially from the pioneers, who have 
to get everrthing at the outset. About 
one hundred years ago the farmers 
gtew and made nearly everything 
they required, but everything grown 
is sold and goes off the farm now; In 
fact the average farmer does not re 
tain enough for his own maintenance. 
When the West was growing it made 
gigantic demands on the East. Ma- 
terials for the building of railroads, 
schools and all farm implements were 
brought from the East. Now all this 
has changed and we would have to 
readjust ourselves to the new con- 
dition of things. At the present time 
there was not one-third of the western 
land under cultivation. ‘““What has 
stopped people going on to the land?” 
he asked. “The huge profits being 
tffade in the cities,” was the answer. 
Farmers could rot compete with the 
wages being paid in the cities. Prob- 
ably this would change now as a re- 
sult of the war, and many would turn 
to the humble pursuit of agriculture. 

“War means an immense absorp 
tion of capital. A lot of it ts wasted 
The manufacture of shells only to b« 
exploded is like taking moncy to thr 
bay and dropping it in the water 
The worst part of this cnormoce 
waste is that every country of th 
world has to pay and suffer for it.

Something About Bullets 

The modern bullet is usually of lead 
covered with nickel and of a shape 
resembling an elongated half of an 
egg. The nickel casing is employed 
to prevent the lead from adhering to 
‘the rifling of the barrel and clogging 
it, thus renderitig the shooting bad, 
The rifling, which consists of either 
grooves or.ridges in the barrel of the 
rifle, imparts a spin to the bullet which 
keeps ét straight and increases enor. 
mously the range and accuracy of the 
weapoe, In most modern rifles a 
“Spitse” or sharp-pointed bullet Is 
used, which is lighter than the blunt.

Dear reader, you have no doubt 
heard a great deal*about Krupp: of 
Essen.

His 
Excellency procceded: ; 
“Iam well aware that many of the 
leading Moslems of India have done 
their duty to the utmost to avert war; 
but the authorities at Constantinople 
turned a deaf ear to all pleas. -Itis a 
striking fact that while thousands of 
Moslems are now fighting in the ranks 
of the’ Britisb, French and Russian 
armies, not a single Moslem exists in 
the German ranks, It is no exaggera- 
tion to say that. Enver, Pasha's mill- 
tary clique, under Germany’s com- 
puilsion, betrayed the interests of Is- 
lam, and that the, Turkish Govern- 
ment tn submitting to it has abdicat- 
ed its sovereignty, and Turkey must 
now face the consequences of those 
actions, -But; however the tide ‘of 
events may shape, there can be no 
doubt that the holy places shall re- 
main inviolate, and. that Islam .will 
atill'be one of the great world forces. 

“From the moment that the Inter- 
vention of Turkey appeared probable, 
it was clear that amongst the Mos- 
lems of Indla there would be a uatu- 
ral sentiment, of sympathy with a 
great Mohammedan power.

BERCHTOLD PUT OUT. 


Hungarian Takes Place of Austrian 
Foreign Minister. 


LONDON, Jan. 14.—Count Leopold 
von Berchtold, Austrian Foreign Min- 
ister, has resigned, and’ his resigna- 
tion has been accepted, according to 
The Vienna Fremdenblatt. ‘Count von 
Berchtold will be succeeded by Baron 
Stephen Burian von Rajecz, Minister 
of the Royal Court In the Hungarian 
Cabinet. , 1 

Tt is stated that he had long desir- 
ed to retire for “impotrant personal 
reasons." 

As Austrian Foreign Minister 
Count von Berchtold was largely re- 
sponsible for formulating the policy 
which resulted in the-declaration of 
war on Servia. The appointment of 
a Hungarian to succeed him Is believ- 
ed to indicate that henceforth Hun- 
gary will assume a more prominent 









dual mnarchy. 

The announcement has caused a 
sensation in diplomatic circles in 
Europe. 

Hungary, while at one with Austria 
in regard to the principle of the war, 
has shown dissatisfaction with the 
manner In which it has been prose- 
cuted. 

Baron Burian was at one time Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Minister of Finance, 
and latterly he has been Hungarian 
Minister to the Royal Court — evl- 
dence that he Is in royat favor,

Hamburg, Lubeck and Cuxhaven Evi- 
dently Fear Trouble, 

COPENHAGEN, Jan. 14,— Ham- 
burg, Lubeck and Cuxbaven have 
been declared In a state of siege. No 
explanation is offered for such a 
course, but it is supposed to be a pre- 
cautionary measure against the pos- 
sibility of British attack.

Lack of Water a Great Obstacle: ta 
: Turkish Attack. 

In connéction with the reports of 
Turkish troops moving towards the 
“igyptian frontier, the obstacles to a 
serious attack on Egypt by the Turks 
are explained by Hilaire Belloc, an 
English writer. ! 

An attack from the sea is impos- 
sible as long as French and British 
warships control the Mediterranean, 
he says, and the ability of the Turks 
to traverse the Sins! desert and cross 
the Suez Canal js the problem the de- 


fenders of Egypt have to deal with. 

“The canal,” says the critic, “is a 
continuous obstacle from sea to sea of 
a minimum breadth comparable to a 
broad inland river such as the Lower 
Meuse; everywhere deep, of course, 
equally, of course, nowhere .bridged 
and nowhere affected by a strong cure 
rent. The problem of crossing it, 
therefore, is the commonplace. prob- 
lem of crossing, under the protection 
of one's artillery, a broad but slug- 
gish unfordable stream over pontoon 
bridges.’’ 

Mr. Belloc assumes that the prob- 
lem of defence is a simple one, pro- 
vided the British have a superiorit: 
in artillery. In that event the Turk» 
cannot get across, Another factor in 
favor of the, British is that the Suez 
Canal {a accessible to ships carrying 
heavy guns. 

“Much more important, however, 
than the obstacle which {is the strate- 
Bic frontier of Egypt ts the desert 
across which all land approach to that 
country must be made,” Mr, Belloc 
continues, “The whole region is des- 
ert. There is hardly any water. Such 
water as there is is confined to two 
tracks only and the supply is very 
limited upon each, These two tracks 
are the Sea road which is that taken 
by all the great bistorical invaders of 
Syria from Egypt and of Egypt from 
Syria, and the Hadj!, or Pilgrims’ 
road, from Suez to Akabah, which 
was the road followed by the Moham- 
medan pilgrims. 

“The northern, or Sea road, after 
going. down the coast of Palestine 
through country creasingly dry, 
crosses the conventional frontier of 
modern Egypt at Rafa and is already 
under desert conditions at £] Ariab, 
From El Arish to the town of El Kan- 
tara, or the bridge, is a matter of over 
100 miles.

ussian Troops In’ Est Prussia Make 
Great Headway. f 
LONDON, Jan. 15.—The Russians 
are advancing in two'columns, one by 
way of Guru Humors, and the other 
by way of Kimpleng, into southern- 
most Bukowina, according to advices 
reaching Sere yesterday. The Rus- 
sians now hold Valepuntna and are 
preparing to march through Petste- 
kamisch Pass, the last Austrian 
stronghold in Bukowina. 
Information comes from the army 
to the effect that the Germans are 
Preparing another grand stroke In the 
district north of Warsaw. The Ger- 
ma:s have brought up thelr 11-inch 
motars to the Russian front, and op 
Tuesday began a general bombard- 
ment which lasted all night and\the 
day following along the whole front 
from thelr artillery, heavy and light 
guns, maxims and rifles. That means 
an imminent attack, which probably 
is in course of delivery now. It is 
noticeable that the grand duke’s bul- 
letin, dated the last day of the Rus- 
sian olf year, for the first time in- 
cludes in its phrasing, ‘‘the whole 
front,” what hitherto has been kept i 
separate, namely, the right and left 
banks of the Vistula, together as one 
front. 
Evidently the Germans have again 
sent fn a considerable foree notth of 
the Vistula, The Russians have made

Those Reecued So Far Have Bou 
Rushed ‘to Rome for Treatment or 
Are Being Housed In Temporory 
> . Structures—Extent of Loss of .

ROMB, Jan. 16.—From 20,000 to 
50,000 still remains the unofficial es- 
timate of the casualties resulting 
from the earthquake which rocked 
Southern and Central Italy early on 
Wednesday morning. ?

Thousands of persons now have 
lain for nearly three days beneath 
crumbled’ buildings throughout the 
earthquake sone—some of them dead 
‘and othera alive—while others have 
been removed from the twisted 
wreckage and brought to Rome bos- 
Pitals for treatment of injuries or are 
being eared for in temporary struc- 
tures, F 
» Rt.is. Delieved that many of those 
who were caught in the wreckage and 
were injured, perished later from cold 
or lack of ‘nourishment, or else were 
burned to death in fires which broke 
out in various places amid the ruins. 
This 1s especially: true ’of Avezzano 
and. Magliano-di-Marsi, where fires 
started, and their seemed little 
chance of quenching ‘hem owing, to 
lack, of water, 

Avezzano, from all accounts, still 
holds the position of- chief sufferer 
through the disaster. Ten thousand 
persons jn that district are sald to 
have periched. 

Sora and Pescini each has 4,000 
dead,’ while the fatalities at Gloso- 
marsi reached 3,500, and at San 
Benedetto’ 3,000.

The judgment of Chief 
Justice Hunter of the Supreme Court 
of British: Columbia, the committee 
finds, was also. an important ‘factor 
in the -emigranta’ belief that they 
“would be allowed to Jand in Canada, 

“Owing,” the report says, “to suc- 
cessful efforts,' made ‘during the yoy- 
age, by emissaries Of revolutionary 
organizations outside of India to pro- 
mote disaffection among the’ emi- 
grants, they were in a” dangerous 
frame of mind when they left Van- 
cauver, and intended to cause trouble 
6n thelr arrival in India. In accord- 
ance with the law the em! ts ‘were 
refused admission at Calcutta, after 
which they fred upon.the police with 
firearms which they had concealed 
when thelr luggage was being exam- 
ined, the troops firing in reply. The 
committee considers that the ex#- 
grants should have been effectually 
searched for arms before being per-

ARMED WITH ENEMY’S GUNS. 


Fe a ae ee esa 
Rass! In Carpathians Equipped 
With Austrian Weapons. 

LONDON, Jan. 16. — The Times 
this morning has the following from 
its Petrograd correspondent: | 

The Russians hold‘all the import- 
ant passes in the Carpathians, owing 
to a brilliant feat of one of the regi- 
menta of Grand Duke Michael's Cau-

Dissatisfaction In Constantinople. 
LONDON, Jan. 18.—According to 
Constantinople information, dissatis- 
faction with young Turks, especially 
with Enver Pasha, has rapidiy in- 
creased alnce the recent disasters in 
the Caucasus. <A widespread con- 
spiracy has been discovered, led by a 
relative of Prince Sabaheddin, who 
has succeeded In escaping.

INTERESTING REPORTS FROM THE VARIOUS FRONTS. 


« PARIS, Jan. 19.—An official announcement to-day reports 
the capture of several more German field works in the forest of 
Le Perte southwest of Metz which ha& led to a belief that further 
progress by the French forces in that, region will cause withdraw- 
al of the enemy’s: forces from the woods. “Violent cannonading 
occurred in the northwest from the sea to Arras in the region 
of Solssons, and at the other extremity of the long battle lines 
particularly near Bandesapt and Thann in Alsace. 

About Soissons itself, however, there was a lull in the fight- 
ing. A renewal of the desperate fighting aboutSoisons is expec- 
ted momentarily and it is believed here that the Kaiser’s forces 
-will shortly begin a supreme attempt to force a gap in the allied 
lines at this point. The lull in the artillery duel that has shat- 
tered the city itself suggests that additional German infantry 
reinforcements are being brought up for the commencing of the 
attack. .

COPENHAGEN, Jan. 19.—A messagé from‘Vienna says the 
100th casualty list just published, including casualties in the Aus- 
trian army during the last two months, officially sets the number 
of officers killed at 2,263; wounded, 8,980; captured, 628. Men 
killed, 40,827; wounded, 231,160; captured, 9,502.. 

Official figures from Berlin show that the last five casualty 
lists for the Prussian armies contain the names of 36,764 officers 
and men killed, wounded or missing, bringing the admitted Prus- 
sian losses to 877,107. To these figures should be added 136 
Bavarian lists, 92 Saxon, 94 Wurtemburg and 14 navy lists. The 
total German losses to date are estimated at two and a quarter 
millions.

TURKS FALL BY THE HUNDRED DURING RETREAT. 


Petrograd, Jan. 19.—Correspondents with the Russian army 
in the Caucasus send to their newspapers stories of the terrible 
plight of the retreating Turks after the defeat of the Turkish 11th 
corps in the Kaxa Urgan region. It appears from these stories 
that large numbers of prisoners were secured through the cap- 
ture of the victualing transport, which left the regiments con- 
cerned no alternative but starvation or surrender. 

The correspondents say that the condition of the prisoners 
takeit reveals demoralization in the Turkish forces. The soldiers 
were hungry and tattered. , 

Many were without uniforms, but all appeared to be equipped 
with modern weapons. Large numbers were Arabs, and although 
they were better clothed than the Turks they suffered terribly 
in th intense cold and snow. ‘ 

The rear guards, which attempted to cover the Turkish re- 
treat on Erzerum, according to’ the correspondents, have been 
virtually destroyed. The few disorganized remnants of the army 
are said to be fleeing in the direction of Erzerum, flinging their 
artillery and stores over precipices or burying them under the 
snow. 

Amid the snowstorms which obliterated every feature of the 
roads, the Russians are reported to have pressed unrelentingly 
upon their beaten foe.” In one stretch of woods the Russians 
found 900 bodies of Turks who had frozen to death. In their 
hands they still grasped their rifles.

has had to interrupt and alter his 
new dispositions for the remainder 
of the winter campaign. The main 
purpose of the present invasion was 
to reach the middle Vistula and estab- 
Mab the principal German army there 
for the winter. This falled utterly. 

The foremost . German position 
north of the Brura and west of the 
Rawka is now. composed of compact 
masses of the Germans’ best troops, 
with wide, empty spaces to the right 
and left. This exposed position be- 
comes increasingly dangerous with 
the forced abandonment of the plan 
of bringing all the German armies [n 
Poland forward to the Vistula. 

Gen. von Hindenburg decided on a

$60.00 damages on a warranty, claim- 
ings the horse had been guaranteed to 
him and that Mr, Dunning was Mable. 

In the course of the trial a number 
of witnesses were subpoenaed and 
brought Into court by the respective 
parties, among others Mr. Henry Lar- 
kin of the township of Tyendinaga who 
at one time owned the horse. i 

The case was duly tried, Mr. Dun- 
ning claiming he never gave a warranty 
and that the purchaser had spoiled 
the horse. Mr. Trench claiming that 
Duning had given him a warranty, and 
that the horse was a bad horse before 
he got him and Mr. Dunning was enti- 
tled to pay him damages. The Judge 
found in favor of the defendant, Dun- 
ning, dismissing the action with costs. 

‘The plaintit, Mr. Trench, then laid 
a charge against Mr. Henry Larkin 
for perjury. Mr. Larkin who Is a man 
of tirat-class standing and who had no 
interest in the matter and who was 
merely brought Into court as a disin- 
terestod party, felt very much agegriev- 
ed by this action of Mr. Trench which 
he considered a vindictive charge be- 
cause Mr, Dunning had beaten Trench. 

The charge against Larkin was first, 
that he sald the horse was a good re- 
Mahle horse; secondly, he sald a woman 
could drive the horse, and thirdly, he 
never heard or ew anything wrong 
abent the horse. 

Mr. Larkin clected to be tried by 
the County Judge, and Mr, 8S, Masson, 
the Police Magistrate found the evi- 
dence so weak on behalf of the plaintiff, 
that he admitted Mr. Larkin to ball 
right In the Pollce Court, and the mat-~- 
ter came on for trial before His Honor 
Judge Dereche on Monday laat. 

The evidence showed that the horse 
was a spirited bloga horse, that It was 
not well broken, and that It was of 
such 2 temperament that the accident 
which happened would not Improve 
matters any. Mr. Larkin and his em- 
ployees and friends proyed that the 
horse had been all right while he had 
him.

Thé brief struggle empbasizes the 
absolute contro! exercised by Britain 
in the North Sea. For months the 
men of the Grand Fleet, the most 
powerful ever mobilized, have been 
walling and watching and- hoping 
that the German fleet would come 
out. 

On Sunday a German squadron, 
consisting of the great new battle 
cruiser Derflinger, the battle cruisers 
Moltke and Seydlitz and the armored 
cruiser Blucher, attended by Hght 
cruisers and destroyers, was discover- 
ed by a British patrolling squadron 
“apparently making for the British 
coast.” When detected upon what 
was undoubtedly intended to be a se- 
cond raid such as that on Scarbor- 
ough, Whitby and Hartlepool, the 
German ships ‘‘made for home” at 
high ‘speed. Britain's battle cruisers, 
the Tiger, the fastest of its class in 
the world, recently completed on the 
Clyde, and capable of sex 
$2 knots, the Lion and the Princess 
Royal, which sleam more than 28 
knots, and the New Zealand and In- 
lomitable, of 25 knots, soon brought 
the Germans within range. The Der 
iinger, a 30-knot ship, mounting 12- 
inch guns, probably did _not suffer 
serious injury in the running fight 
that followed, The Blucher, the slow- 
est and smallest, of the Germans, 
3teaming only 24 knots, and mount- 
ing twelve 8.2-inch guns in her main 
battery, fell out of line after the 
engagement had gone on for some 
tlme, and later capsized and sank.

Savage and 
Futile Warfare 


The world will wait with interest 
for an official justification from Ber- 
lin of the German air raid upon non- 
combatants in undefended English 
towns. In truth, it cannot be just- 
ified.. It has no warrant in interna- 
tional law. It: is against both the 
spirit and the letter of the Hague Con 
vention. No military necessity can 
be pleaded for it. It is a bit of pure 
savagery in warfare. | 

We assert this, not because the Ger- 
mans did it, but because it was done 
atall. Whoever does it ought to fall 
under the heaviest condemnation of 
civilized men. We do not say that the 
British would not have done the same 
thing in the Germans’ place. Ameri- 
cans at war might do it. Who can 
tell to what brutalities the fierce pas- 
sions of men, once let loose in murd- 
erous strife, may not impel them? 
But there are laws by which all. such 
inhumanities must be judged. 
are the rules of war, there are the a- 
greements of nations, there is the con 
science of mankind. All these may 
be invoked against the raining of 
death by night from the sky upon 
private houses, unwarned and wunde- 
fended. If the attack had been mil- 
itary; if the attempt had been 
to drop bombs upon warships, at sea 
or in port, or upon barracks or forti- 
fications or encampments, or even sig- 

stations and coast guard detach- 
ments, it would have been terrible, 
but It would have been lawful. Even 
80, the large expediency of the 
uught have been questioned, . But 
what we have, in the detailed ac- 
counts of the bomb-dropping, without 
notification, in a series of unfortified 
English towns, is a mere exhibition of 
ferocity, at once contrary to law and 
wholly futile. 

The laws of war relating .to air 
craft are as yet in the forming. Effort 
was made at the Hague Conference 
lo prohibit altogether the dropping of 
bombs from airships. As only Great 
Britain and Belgium agreed to this, it 
is not binding. But let it not be 
thought that the Conference left the 
matter there. /It established regula- 
tions in regard to all bombardments, 
which apply to aerial as well as naval 

These’ regulations 
ly ‘disregarded in yeater- 
day’s air raid’ in England. For the 
regulations forbid absolutely “the at- 
tack or bombordment by any means 
whatever of towns, villages, habita- 
tions, or buildings which are not de- 
ended.” And in case of defended 
Places “the commander of an attack- 
ing force, before commencing a bom- 
bardment, except in the case of an as- 
sault, should do all he can to warn 
the authorities.” Nor is this all. The 
Hague Conference adopted a Pream- 
ble, in which the following language 
was used: . - , 


Until a more complete code of 
the laws of war {is issued, the 
High Contracting Parties think 
it right to declare that in cases 
not included In the Regulations 
adopted by them, populations 
and belligerents remain under 
the protection and empire of the 
principles of international: law, 
as they result from the usages 

‘established between civilized na- 
tions, from the laws of humanity 
and the requirements of public 
conscience, :

GERMAN LOSSES AT LEAST 2,000 IN RECENT ATTACK. 


PARIS, Jan, 27.—The official announcement to-day says. as 
follows: 

“At Nieuport and Ypres there were artillery engagements 
yesterday. A German aeroplane was brought down inside the 
Belgian army lines. Statements from prisoners establish the 
fact that it was not a battalion but a brigade of six thousand 
which on Jan. 25 attacked the Allies’ trenches to the east of Ypres 
The enenty lost in this affair what amounted to a battalion and a 
half of men.

| The Renowned War Stream Sweeps 
Through Three Empires. 

Aa the scene of the great struggle 
for supremacy between Russia and 
the Teutonic allies, the region of the 
Vistula has captured the attention of 
the world. 

The Vistula river, one of the 
mightiest streams flowing toward the 
north, sweeps in an irregular course 
through three empires — Austria, 
Russia’ and Germany. It serves as & 
frontier line between Austria and 
Germany, between Austria and Rus- 
aia, and for a rhorter distance, be- 
tween Russia and Germany.. Upon its 
banks le the cities of Cracow, War- 
saw, Plock, Thorn, Kulm, Marlen- 
burg and the Baltic port of Danzig. 

The Vistula rises in Austrian Silesia 
a: 1 takes a circuitous course of 650 
tiles to the sea. Its source is on the 
northern slopes of the’ West Beski- 
wen, a spur range of the Carpathians, 
The upper reaches of the river ran 
through a narrow, wooded valley, 
Darrowing in places to a picturesque 
gorge,’ with tree-bung sides, and 
throughout its highland way is sur- 
rounded’ by wild scenery.

BRITAIN’S WAR BILL.

“The plain truth,” says the Post, “is that all the 
efforts put forth in this country by the German 
Government have not helped its cause one whit. 
During the period when the German Ambas- 
sador here was voluble, he did more harm than 
good to his own country. All along, the reticence 
and official: propriety“ of Sir’ Cecil Spring-Rice 
and M. Jusserand, as contrasted with the fever- 
ish activity of Count Bernstorff, have been an ef- 


fective aid to Evgland‘and France. And as for 
the labor of changing American sentiment, un- 
dertaken by private citizens or semi-official 
agents like Dr. Dernburg, and by numberless or- 
ganizations in and out of the fatherland, the 
whole of it has been in vain. Maximilian Harden 
perceived this and said it long ago. If the Allies 
are wise, they will be warned by the German: 
failure not to attempt ahything of the kind| 
themselves,” 


-was £395,300,000, against £160,400,000 in the 
-game period of 1913. Here was an increase of 
£135,000,000 or roughly: £657,000,000, nearly 
all for war purposes. Since it was incurred in 
tthe last five months of the year it means a 
amonthly war bill of $135,000,000. At this rate 
the total for a full year of war would be over 
$1,600,000,000. But as the war outlay undoubt- 
edly increased from month to month, with fur- 
ther heavy increases in prospect when the spring 
campaign is undertaken, the total drain in 
twelve months of war must be reckoned at a 
much higher figure. 

Thus far all this heavy additional expense 
thas been met by borrowing. The ordinary reve- 
nues of Great Britain in the ten months ended 
Dec. 31 were £119,500,000 against £121,300,- 
000 in the same period of 1913. There was an 
imcrease of about £2,000,000 in property and 
sncome tax revenue and of £1,785,000 in mis- 
cellaneous Income, but these gains, relatively 
unimportant, were offset by declines in other 

, items of ordinary revenue. However, Great Brit- 
ain may fairly congratulate herself that the de- 
cline in ordinary recenues was no greater. 

Almost, all the difference of £276,000,000 
between the ordinary revenues and the total 
expenditure of £395,300,000 was raised by loans 
Of this difference £ 102,000,000 was in war stock 
and war bonds; £63,350,000 in treasury bills 
for supply and nearly £100,000,000 in tempor- 
ary loans. Exchequer balances in the Bank of 
England and the Bank of Ireland which on April 
1, 1914, stood at £10,434,000 were drawn down 
at the close of the year to £2,341,000. This 
means that the British taxpayer has not yet 
really felt the burden of the colossal conflict. 
“While a large and perhaps a major portion of 
the future cost will presumably be financed by 

> Joans, there can be little doubt, as the Boston 
“Transcript says, “that the strain will eventually 
ibe brought home in no uncertain way, not only 
:) to every British property owner but to every 
i ‘“‘wage-earner as well. The same must be true of 
‘all other belligerent nations. A serious reduc-

ISSUE IS INCREASED. 


France Adds $200,000,000 to Limit 
of Treasury Bonds, 

PARIS, Jan. 29.—The Chamber of 
Deputies adopted yesterday a bill in- 
creasing by 1,000,000,000 francs 
($200,000,000), the issue of treasury 
bonds which limits the amount to 
3.500,000,000 ($700,000,000). It 
also provides for the Issuance of 
short time treasury bonds. 

The Minister of Finance, M. Ribot, 
declared before the adoption of the 
bill: “After six months of war the 
expenditures of France have amount- 
ed to only 3,900,000,000 francs 
($780,000,000) of the amount orig- 
inally appropriated. If before the 
war we bad said that after six montha 
hostilities we would have been so far! 
from exhausting the sum‘at our dis- 
posal it would have been received 
with smiles of skepticism, We have 
confidence In the unlimited resources 
of the country} and Jn its will to con- 
tinue the struggle to the end.”
